DUMPED CEMENT . 


oes ! 


Japanese dumping, greatly 
facilitated by the decline in the 
value of the yen, is being felt in 
Ceylon, to an extent which, if 
continued, bids fair to under- 
mine the value of the recently- 
granted .. Imperial .. Preference. 
For reasons which it is difficult. 
to understand, however, the 
Ceylon Government would av- 
pear to be in no hurry to take 
effective action, despite the re- 
presentations which have been 
made by the Imperial Govern- 
ment. . When the Ottawa _agree- 
ments were reached, the British 
Government intimated that it 
wouid not hesitate to take steps 
against any country whose 
policy was likely to destroy the 
effect of those agreements. So 
far.as the Crown Colonies are 
concerned, however, the initia- 
tive in such matters would ap- 
pear to lie with them. In Cey- 
lon, there is an Unofficial ma- 
jority in the Legislature, and 
this ‘may explain, in part, the 
difficulty experienced by the 
Imperial Government in get- 
ting any action taken. But 
it ‘is not only in Ceylon 

this Japanese dump- 

is being’ felt, for Java 

algo is faced with the same prob- 
lem, causing a heavy shrinkage 
in trade with European coun- 
tries. So far as Hongkong is 
concerned, the issue is Iess one 
of interference with the Colony’s 
transit trade as with our pre- 
mier local industry, cement. 
Japan has her own direct con- 
tact with the South China mar- 
kets by operation of coastal 
shipping services and therefore 
has no great need to make use 
of.this Colony as a base for her 
trade. At the moment, the 
South China markets are largely 
closed to her by reason of the 
continuance of the boycott. But 
Japanese cement is coming into 
Hongkong in large - quan- 
tities, at a price with 
which the- local - product 
cannot possibly compete. This 
continued importation of dumped 
material presents a problem 
which needs to be soriously 
faced. The point to-be kept in 
mind is that it involves the 
jeopardising of a local industry. 


On this ground, a case for action 
could be made out, even when 
there’ might be a_ natural 


[hesitancy to embark on any stop’ 


interfering with our free-port 
status, on which the Colony must 
xely for Its prosperity. The 
dumping of goods is quite dif- 
ferent from ordinary competi- 
tion, and when, as in the in- 
stance under notice, focal in- 
dustries are threatened, an issue 
calling for serious attention ‘is 
raised. In euch circumstances, 
we could imagine even the most 
rabid free-port enthusiast dis- 
posed to support offsetting ac- 
tion. On general grounds, of 
course, anything in the nature of 
the imposition of import duties 
against foreign: products would 
be bad policy for Hongkong. But 
the point docs suggest itself that 
unusual circumstances may call 
for unusual treatment. 


Local Fire Perils 


The jury investigating the 
recent Canton Road fire tragedy 
urges a new regulation: making 
it a punishable offence to store 
inflammable material under or 
near to a wooden staircase, and 
thereby presents the authorities, 
with a difficult problem... De- 
finitions of inflammable material 
are subject to such wide varia- 
tions that such a regulation 
might prove to be | extremely 
vexatious without serving any 
useful purpose. The Canton 
Road fire might have warranted 
a prosecution urder such a re- 
gulation. There was, however, 
no direct evidence that the shav- 
ings ‘admitted to be under the 
staircase were the cause of the 
outbreak.

CONGRESS SPEECH. 


— 


Mit. HOOVER'S EULOGY OF 
BRITISH BANKING. 


Washington, Dec. 6. 

A striking tributo to tho stabi- 
lity of tho British banking system 
is made by Mr. Hoover In his 
message opening the Inst session 
of congress. The President deals 
with the nocessity of the com- 
plete reorganisation of the United 
‘States banking. system which he 
compares unfavourably with tho 
British and points out that the 
American bank fallurcs for 1981 
wero 10% per cent. of all banks, 
compared with 114 of all other cn- 
torprises. There were 4,665 banks 
which susponded payment aince 
January 1, 1980, with doposits of 
$3,600,000,000. - 


He proceeds: “The failure of 
our system to function fe unncces- 
sary and tho fault of our particu- 
Ine system, Is plainly indicated by 
the fact ‘that in Britain avhere 
economic mechanism has ouffercd 
far. greater , shocks thnn ours. 
there has not been a aingle bank 
fallure during the depression.” 


Budget Will Balance. 
Tho message makes references 
to the war debts question but they

Many measures for universal 
bonefit are emphasised in the pro-

covery.

j try generally to adopt the Govern-

Japanese dumping, -greatly 
facilitated by the decline in the 
value of the yen, is being felt in 
Ceylon, to an extent which, if 
continued, ‘bids fair to under- 
mine the value of the recently- 
granted Imperial Preference. 
For reasons which it is difficult 
to understand, however, the 
Ceylon Government would sv- 
pear.to be in no-hurry to take 
effective action, despite the re- 
presentations which have been 
made by-the Imperial Govern- 
ment. When the Ottawa agree- 
ments were reached, the British 
| Goyernment intimated that Kh 
wou'd not hesitate to take steps 
agninst any country whose 
policy was likely to destroy the 
offect of those agreements. So 
far as the Crown Colonies are 


w concerned, however, the initia- 


tive in such matters would ap- 
pear to lie with them, In “Cey- 
lon, there is an Unofficial ma- 
jority in the Legislature, and 
this may explain, in part, the 
‘difficulty experienced by the 
Imperial Government in get- 
‘ting any action taken. But

Local Fire Perils 


The. jury investigating the 
recent Canton Road fire tragedy 
urges a new regulation making 
it xn. punishable offence to store 
inflammable material under or 
near to a wooden staircase, and 
thereby presents the authorities 
with a difficult problem. De- 
finitions of inflammable material 
are subject to such wide varia- 
tions that such a regulation 
might prove to. be extremely 
vexatious’ without serving any 
useful purpose. The Canton 


Road fire might have warranted 
& prosecution under such a re-. 


gulation. There was, however, 
no direct evidence that the shav- 
ings'‘admitted to be under the 
staircase were the cause of the 
outbreak. Ultimately, the onus 
is ‘thrown back upon the stair- 
ease itself. Its construction 
clearly had far more to do with 
the extent of the disaster than 
had any inflammable material 
under or near and logically, the 
correct remedy is the climination 
of wooden staircases, If the 
authorities can . compel cinema 
theatre managements to recon- 
struct their premises to. bring 
them into line with regulations 
passed later than their construc- 
tion, they can also compel house- 
owners to provide fire-proof 
‘staircases in all premises. We 
sec no difference in practicability 
between this proposal and that 
of the jury sitting on the'Canton 
Road fire inquest, while it has 
an additional merit in that its 
effect might easily prove to be 
the tearing down of some of the 
local slum “rabbit-warrens.” 


Beam-Baked Beans 


Not long ago a herd of wild 
sausages rambled into a field of 
radio beams and came out cook- 
ed. Electrical engineers who 
tparticipated in the round-up de- 
clare the day. will come when 
radio beams will be employed to 
do all the cooking in the homes, 
The layman is not particularly 
clear as to the details, but he is 
willing to accept the word of ex- 
perts that eventually every radio 
set will have a cooking apparatus 
attached. There is something 
alluring in the thought of bring- 
ing home a picce of steak, plac- 
ing it on the radio and a moment 
later conveying the finished pfo- 
duct to the dining room table. 
Apparently the “field of radio 
beams”—us the engineers call it 
—is to become the successor of 
the kitchen stove, the gas range 
and the bed of live charcoal. One 
needs only procure from the 
nearest radio dealer a “field of 
beams,” drop in his eggs and 
await results. In all, proba- 
bility, however, various methods 
of cooking will require some ex- 
pertness in manipulation of the 
“beams” or at least some know- 
ledge as to how Jong one may

Several local murdors of out- 
standing public interest aro re- 
called by tho impending retirement 
of Chief Detective Inspector A. N, 
Reynolds, of tha Hongkong Police 
Force, who. sails for England on 
leave prior to taking. his pension 
on December JO, after 22 years of 


| AT STAKE ‘[ieskerdicsistient io 


Drafted from the , Metropolitan 
Police in February, 1910, Chief 
Detective Inspector Reynolds 
arrived in the Colony on April 7, 
1910, at the age of 22 years. He 
Was appointed a constable and in 
1914 attained the rank of Lance 
Sergeant, belng promoted to Sub- 
Inspector in 1921 and to Ingpector 
five years later. The following 
yenr he acted in. the capacity of 
Chief Detective Inspector, which 
Position he filled with credit ‘on 
sovernl occasions prior to being 
appointed Chief Detective Inspec- 
tor in 1931.. 


As Sergeant, he soon showed ex- 
ceptional diligence and ability and 
on January £ 1915, he was com- 
mended by the Captain Super- 
intendent of Police for alertness 
in effecting the arrest of a man 
who had committed a larceny from 
the Kowloon Docks and the re- 
covery of stolen property. 


In September, 1924, Inspector 
Reynolds was commended by the 
Captain Superintendent of Police 
for the diligent and efficient. way 
in which he conducted the case 
against David Belknap Wicker- 
sham, who was charged with {ssu- 
ing false statements In connexion 
with the American Asiatic Com- 
mercial Company of which he was 
president. The defendant, was 
sentenced to four months’ hard 
labour by the Central Magistrate, 


MURDER OF MRS. MACKAY. 


Chief Detective Inspector Rey- 
nolds figured prominently in the 
investigations in connexion with 
the murder of Mrs. G, Mackay, of 
‘Taikoo Docks, who was robbed and 
killed by highway robbers near the 
Chaiwan Road, Shaukiwan, on 
August 6, 1927. He was highly 
commended by the Captain Super- 
intendent of Police for zealous 
and successful work in connexion 
with enquiries and Court work on 
the case. Two men who.were sub- 
sequently arrested - were both 
sentenced to death. : 

The fourth class medal waa 
presented to Inspector Reynolds in 
September, 1927, for steady and 
reliable work throughout his 
service In the Police Force, and 
three years Inter he was awarded 
the third class medal for 
zealous and diligent work during 
ithe previous two and a half years, 
especially whilst acting Chief 
Detective Inspector in 1929. 

Ils Excellency the Governor, on 
February 14, 1931, was, pleased to 
award a special commendation to 
Chief Inspector Reynolds for his 
excellent handling of police in- 
vestigations in connexion with the 
ease of attempted arson which 
occurred at 77, Winglok Street in 
October, 1930. Two-men who 
were arrested in connexion with 
the affair were later zentenced to 
terms of imprisonment, 

The role played by Chief Detec- 
tive Inspector Reynolds in’ the 
Victoria Gap and George Fung 
murders are still fresh in the 
minds of the public, and for each 
of these the officer was. suitably 
rewarded. On Auguat 23, last he 
was awarded the second class 
medal for meritorious work ‘in 
Investigating the case of murder 
of a student named Tsang Tai-kai 
which occurred at Victoria Gap, 
the Peak. 


THE FUNG MURDER. 


In connexion with the George 
Funy murder, the following ex- 
tract is tnken from Chief Detective 
Reynolds oreéord — card:—'Com- 
menied by His Exeellency the 
Omver Administering the Govern- 
ment for exceptional perseverance 
and devotion to duty as officer in 
charge in the investiyations into 
athe murder of Geerre Fung which 
was committed by hired nssassins 
on March 24th, 19382.. ‘These 
investigations resulted’ in the 
breaking up of a dangerous gang 
of sinmen and ‘the conviction of 
one Cheng Kwok-ynu, who was 
sontenced to death nt the Supreme 
Court.” :

_ IN ASSEMBLY 
Geneva, Dec. 6. 

The Sino-Japancse ‘dispute 
over Manchuria was aogain 
. alred to-day when Mr. W. W. 
Yen and Mr. Matsuoka, tho 
xespective delegates, address- 
cd the League of Natlons As- 
sembly. : . : 

Unusual interest was Ient to the 
proceedings .in the Assombly by 
tho presonco of Mr. MacDonald, 

M. Herriot, Mr. Norman Davis 

and Herr von Nourath, who intor- 

rupted their talk in ordor to hoar 
tho Sino-Japancso delegates. 

_ BM, Paul Hymans” opened tho 
proceedings after which Mr. Yen 
presonted the Chinese cnso. He 
urged that tho, sx tsacediney As- 
sembly should declare that Japan 
had violated tho Covenant and 
the Five Power Treaty and should 
call.upon Japan to exccuto the re- 
solutions of the council of Scptem- 
ber 10, 1981 so that all Japancse 
troops: should be withdrawn into 
tho railway zones, pending fur- 
thor withdrawal therefrom, and 
that the so called Manchukuo 
Govornment should bo dissolved. 

- Mr. Yen’ urged the Assombly, 
that pending the dissolution of the 
Manchukuo : Government nnd re- 

calling its own resolution of 
March 11, it should declare it 
would not recognise Manchukuo 
or onter Into any relations with 
it, and publish in the shortest pos- 
siblo time a report for a final sct- 
tlement of the dispute as describ- 
ed in Article 15, paragraph 4. 

Mr, Yen was followed by Mr. 
Matsuoka. . 

Japan's Disarmament. 

Mr. Matsuoka, addressing the 
Assembly declared that Japan's 
principal disngreoment -with the 
Lytton report In the sections deal- 
ing with‘the disordered condition 
of China, was its occasional op- 
timism. with regard to the rehabl- 
Htation of the country of which 
Japan had hope, but not for the 
immedinte future. 

A country in China's condition 
and disorder could not recover 
quickly. Japan was a loyal sup- 
porter of the League and for many 
years had striven to avoid war 
under provocation which before 
the drafting of the Cavenant. 
would certainly ‘have brought it 
. about, 

Japan had .not abandoned hope 
of bringing about better under: 
standings through negotiations. 
and did not seck the protection of 
the Longue because in view of the 
Leagup’s present structure, effec- 
tiva protection could not be ex- 
pected promptly. Japan was 
rendy to do all in her power to co- 
operate with the League in help- 
ing China to progress. 

In recognising Manchukuo, 
‘Japan saw a’ promise of pence, and 
in any case, owing to her vital in- 
terest, she could not withhold re- 
cognition. . ‘ 

Mr. Matsuoka declared that if 
the Assembly, made any sugsyes- 
tions for a settlement they should 
be such that they would preserve 
penee In the Far ast, secondly a 
solution must be found for the 
disordered condition of China, 
thirdly the League must’ be pre- 
pnred to take the responsibility 
for its execution, which was like- 
ly to be costly and the League 
should have the will and means to 
make the necessary sacrifices, 

“Ag wo Japanese rend the 
Covenant, it is.not a hard and im- 
placablo instrument and its prin- 
ciples could hardly be applicd by 
genernlisation,,” he concluded.— 
Reuter. 

No Recognition 
: Geneva, Dec. 6. 

The Irish Free State hns_de- 

finitely refused to recognise Man- 

chukno. 

State, in.the Assembly to-day said 

that Japan must consider, what 

persistence of her present attitude 
would. mean to her. Whatever 

Japan did in nowise diminished 

the Assembly's responsibility to 

uphold the Covenant nt alt costs. 

He felt the Assembly should de- 

finitely act on the Lytton Report. 

If the League hesitated, in dealing 

with the Far Eastern situation, 

it would not survive or deserve 
to survive.—Reuter.
